7 SECONDS were in town recently on a surprise visit.. during a break 
between shows on their U- S. tour to Promote their new album.. "Hew Wind". 
We at STILL THINKING Pinned them down after their set and asked Kevine 
and Troy some Questions. 

ST- How do you feel about all these new Positive bands coming out? 
K : More and more I'm be9inin9 to feel very 9ood again about it. fit- 
first I was very happy that it was out and I was really into it. Then I 
started to sort of see this massive band wa.9on Jumping thing, with at 
least no real Physical evidence of sincerity. finy of the music that 
I've really gotten into was always stuff that was like very soulful., 
even if it was like hardcore. Something that was always sincere and 
deep* Now I see a lot of growth., a lot of bands are growing into 
somethin9 really great, find I'm very haPPy that it's there. I'm 9 1 ad 
that it's influenced People.. I Just hope that more sincerity is shown. 

ST : Do you feel People can be too Positive? 

K : I don't think anyone can be too Positive. I think there's a 
difference between bein9 Positive and bein9 9oofy. My break down of 
Positive is somethin9 that I want to use construct i vl y , so that I can 
use it as Parts of my life everyday « I've said this a million times in 
i nterv i ews and I'll say th i s a9a i n : I ' m J ust I i k e any body e 1 se- I 9et 
up in the mornin9 and I'm grouchy .. and I hit my head on the wall., and I 
bitch, and I scream, and I cuss., and I kick. But at the same time I'd 
like to think I can sort of Pick myself out of a situation that's really 
got me down and make my life better for it. find everyone in the band., 
at this present lineup., this is the best sort of feeling that we've had 
within the band. Everyone is very intent on making things 9o forward 
and not trying to set uP barriers like we've had Problems in the Past 
with Past members. This is the first time in years we've been really 
able to 9o strait forward without a lot of obstacles within our ranks 
more or less. . 

T • Everyone is contributing full on and really being sincere about it 
and caring and work with each other, find writing material and stuff too 
together. We've been working hard for the last few months trying to... 
K : Troy and I have been teamed up together for a long time- There's a 
lot of love and lot of respect and a lot of care within the band. It's 
almost like a new band, find we've been together 7 years and I feel like 
there's a lot of new blood that's reJuvinated our energy. It's great if 
that can touch other People- find I feel 9ood knowing that it has to a 
certain extent., we're doing something right in our own hearts. 

ST: Can you make a living off of hardcore? 

K : We've 9one hungry and decided to try. we're going to make our lives 
this thing. Being that we eat.. sleeP and drink it anyway. We figured 
why not Just travel and go and do as much as we can and Play. So yeah.. 
I mean we're not living high on the hog by any means. We still strugle 
but it's worth it. Because we 9et to do what we want. My last Job was 
driving a cab for 19 hours a night 7 nights a week. I can do that 
forever and I can be a cab driver when I'm 40 years old. find that's 
not what i want to do when I'm 48 years old. I don't necessarily want 
to be u.P on a stage trying to break my neck or anything. I know that I 
want to be able to feel good about and feel Proud about what I've done 
and what I'm doing in my life, find never regret anything or at least 
not a whole lot. 



ST : What's the most important message you.' re try ing to 9et across in 
your lyrics? 

K : It's defenitly on of hope and to think for yourself. I mean that's 
very cliche., it's a thing a lot of People shout around and a thin9 a lot 
of People like to make fun of- But I think it's something very 
important to roe. fls to be able to have my own thoughts and" have the 
ri9ht to exercise the actions I want to with my thoughts. Find we try to 
encourage that- We try to encourage People to look within themselves., 
instead of always Pinning the blame on everything else. 'Cause I've 
done that a lot in my life and I see where it gets me. It gets me in a 
corner screaming at a wall. Now it's a lot more enjoyable to be able to 
scream at other people and have them scream back., and get something 
done- Instead of having bricks crushing down around me. The main 
message is to always try even when everything else is fucked uP keeP 
going. It's hard but it's Possible and you've got to do it for your 
own sake if nothing else. 

ST« You talk a lot about love and compassion in you songs, where as 
other hardcore bands tend not to., why do you think this is? 

EscP ec i a 1 1 y .. the flmer i can way 
is to be as tuff as you can and in order to get things done use your 
force and use your might, intimidate and Push around. And never try to 
u s e r e a s o n . a n d n e v e r t r y to b e P e a c e f u I a n d n e v e r t r y t o t a I k a n d 
never try to show affection. Especially if you're male you gotta go out 
and get drunk with the guys and 9o fuck girls and treat them like shit. 
Thing is I refuse to be., that's a Promise to myself and anyone who wants 
to listen.. I'll never get caught up in that whole macho bullshit thing. 
Because to me 1 like the feeling of when I know that there's love around 
I like the feeling that I can love People and that I can show my love 
Whether it's to 9uys or girls or animals or to Plants or whatever- It 
sounds stuPid and sounds corny > but we're People and it's very important 
to me and important to all of us. Affection is really important. 
Because what I 1 i k e to do a I ot of t i mes when I can onstage i s sort of 
to be ah I e to 1 ook at P eoP I e and k i nd of get the i r react i on . ' Cause for 
a lot of PeoPle it's hard for them to look back., a lot of them like to 
turn away, they're sort of like intimidated.
